‘per ton less than the $22 provided for, with this $5.12 credited 
to individual growers, to be paid back over an eight year period 
in the form af patronage savings, 

_ And perhaps indicative of the future was the signing up of 
a new grower at the meeting, while another potential grower took 
out application papers. The cooperative now has 2! members 
with well over 500 acres of prunes for the dehydrator next sea- 
son. 

Honeycutt points out, however, that new costs will be added 
to next year's operation, not the. least of which will be property 
taxes; and there will be a full year of interest to pay on borrowed 
money. 

But the future looks good for the Tule River Cooperative 
Drier, and the farmers who had the foresight and the courage to 
“put up their money and take their chances" are to be congratu- 
lated on the excellent job that is being done.
